ECENTLY I heard a Unity student say that 
R of all the Unity teachings the thing that 
had meant most to him was simply the 
name Unity. The more I thought about it the 
more I realized that in this name Unity there is 
indeed meaning. Unity is a word that one sees fre- 
quently in newspapers and magazines. Almost ev- 
ery day the headlines declare that such and such 
a group is seeking unity. The United Nations are 
seeking unity; management and labor are seeking 
unity; religious groups are seeking unity. 
Unity is a word that is in tune with the times. 
In the spring of 1891 a small group of faithful 
workers were sitting with Charles and Myrtle 
Fillmore in prayer. Until that time no satisfactory 
name had been found for the spiritual work that 
the Fillmores had begun a few years before. 
Suddenly Charles Fillmore broke the silence of 
their prayer by exclaiming, ‘‘Unity!’’ To the others 
in the group he said, ‘That is the name of this 
movement—Unity!” 
Mr. Fillmore said that he had heard the word

unity as clearly as if someone had spoken it 
aloud. This movement has been called Unity ever 
since. 

It might be said, and with justification, that the 
word unity expresses the heart of Unity’s teach- 
ings. 

For instance, what does Unity teach about 
man’s relationship to God? The answer is unity 
—that man is one with God. 

What does Unity teach about man’s relation- 
ship to his fellow man? The answer is unity—that 
all men are one in Spirit. 

What does Unity teach about the relationship 
of man’s spirit, soul, and body? The answer is 
unity—that spirit, soul, and body are one. 

What does Unity teach in regard to other re- 
ligions, churches, and religious movements? The 
answer is unity—not necessarily organizational 
oneness, but rather Unity believes in uniting and 
promoting the good in all religious thought. 

What is Unity’s relationship with science? The 
answer is unity—oneness with all Truth, no mat- 
ter in what field of endeavor it may be found. 

Inspiration, guidance, and practical help come 
from contemplating the name Unity. This spirit- 
ually given word is a key to a practical way of life: 
unity with God; unity with our fellow men; unity 
within ourselves; and unity with the good in all.
